form of discourse on Sunday even- 
ing last, Rev. J. W. Ellis, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, presented to 
his audience a theme local -— timely 
in its application. 

Mr. Ellis at the outset made three 
general divisions, viz: (1) 
City; (2) Our Foul Murders; (3) Our 
False Justice. | 

The speaker treated the first division 
by way of eulogy upon the present state 


dividing it into the tollowing order: Our 
city is beautiful for situation; attractive 
in its verdure and productions; prom- 
ising in its educational facilities; 
growing in its moral powers, and 
flourishing in its commercial af- 
fairs. 
and pointedly, after which a darker as- 
pect of the picture was drawn from the 
topic: ‘Our fair city has one foul 
stain which needs to be washed out.”’ 
The depth of the stain was illustrated 
by the red right hand of Lady Macbeth, 
which stain was so foul and deep as to 
penetrate through the flesh and bone 
and tothe conscience. 

The speaker then referred to the cel- 
ebration of last Saturday, illustuating 
by the fall of the Freuch Bastile the 
necessity of a demand by the public 
that every citizen shall have an equal 
right before the law, whether rici or 
poor, domestic or foreign. He _ said 
that there were two results from the 
fall of the Bastile; the first was that it 
broke the spirit of the Court party. 
Although different in design, yet similar 
in kind is the court party ‘of our munici- 
pality. The greater number of our 
laws are framed by the ‘‘legal minds,”’ 
and so intricately is the web woven, 
that to interpret it to the court requires 
but an expert to suit it to 
the biased mind of an 
accidental justice. As the speaker’s 
experience in'the courts has.been some 
he knew that there is a ‘Court party” 
to which we are subject, and which we 
are subject, and which: call for an up- 
| rising of the populace until it is broken 
and justice established. 

The second result was that the fall of 
the Bastile changed the current events 
of France. So there is a current of 
events which has set in within a few 
months past, to be changed only by 
public sentiment. These events area 
series of shootings—of taking human 
life. Among these events were: 

(1.) That of an_ officer and 
and a lawyer, in arresting an unmarried 
man, found it satisfactory to themselves 
to shoot him, and as though he was not 
shot enough, the Justice (?) sent him 
to prison under the demand of a bail 
but the shootist is not suspected. 

(2.) The fever is catching, and a 
mother and a daughter appear at the 
door of a business man and shoot to kill. 
It seems to the Court to be a very small 
matter and the affair is soon hushed. 

(3) This successful shooting encour- 
ages an officer to try his hand, and he 
puts in an Appearance at the office of a 
business man and shoots to kill, failing 
only in his aim. The Court thinks $500 
bail enough and the officer goes about 
his business. 

Then another success is scored and 
the fever breaks out in the country, in- 
volving a series of shootings at San 
Gabriel. The whole culminates in a 
deliberate preparation on the ~part 
of five men who assemble at a place and 
spend hours in collecting arms and 
ammunition. They have but one victim, 
who may be in company with his wife. 
After hours to contrive and plan. they 


man. Arrested, arraigned, tried and 
discharged, without so much as being 
held to answer to the judgment of 
twelve men, their peers. 

After these thoughts the speaker 
asked respecting the court’s decision. 
‘*How shall ave account for this strange 
freak of justice?’ 

ist. Isit the result of a low public 
sentiment in morals? From the stand- 
ing of our citizens the speaker resented 
the idea with considerable irony. 

2d. Is it a case of sympathy in which 
mercy supplants the rights of justice? 
The speaker held the negative opinion. 

3d. Is it an evidence of the court’s 
failure to discern tthe public welfare? 
This cannot be, for any intelligent man 
knows that such light opinions of shoot- 
ing and killing are educators of hood- 
lums, highway robbers and murderers 
under any phase of excuse. 

4th. Oris it total incapacity for the 
office, for want of legal experience and 
knowledge? Itis not this want of ex- 
periencé, for the court has served in al- 
most every capacity in and about the 
courts for years past. Is it for want of 
knowledge? I do not know. 

Sth. Orcould it have been that the 
decision -was Weighed down with 
gold? I do not know. God forbid 
that our courts may be so much as 
tempted, and yet we cannot find any 
ground upon which to stand, except that 
of incapacity of mind and corruption of 
heart. Whateyer may have been the 
cause, there is a plain duty before the 
order-loving portion of this city. That 
duty is to break this current of events 
which has fairly set in, and demand of 
our attorneys,of our courts that crime be 
punished and the rich man as well as 
the poor be made to pay the penalty of 
their folly and murderous spirit. This 
may be done by public sentiment, cre- 
ated by conyersation such as condemns 
and suppresses the wrong. It may be 
done by leaving courts unjust in their 
decisions to the bats and that silence 
which is awful. 

The speaker concluded by drawing a 
picture of what our city may be under 
bad rules, by depicting in vivid colors 
the fate of Pompeii, upon which settled 
the black fall of night. 

The effort was as bold as it was fear- 
less, and a large assembly seemed to be 
ig perfect sympathy with the orator.
